But how far members of the Legialature might

ginte, Is & very dlferent question. My oplinion is
that fn ull doubtful questions, or where their own
conviotions are not both clear and strong, they
ghould be influanoed, but not otherwise, The two
houses of our Genoeral Assembly, at the lust gesslon,
1 have been informed, concurred In a resolo-
tion submitting this guestion, a8 one on which
they had doubts, to the Supreme Court, with
a pledge to conform to the decision of that
Court in their action. How this (3 1 do not kKoow,
but, if my Information 18 correct, It certuinly relleves
them of all imputation of improper or factious mo-
tives In their fivst uotion, The edect of the decision
pow rendered under that resolution would be 4 re-
guirement of them, in all future Jike cases which
may come before them, to deglde In gpecordance with
the principles estublised by the judgment of the
Supreme Court. This Is all the folillment of the
plodge that they can legully and constitutionally
render. This, 1 think, the same Judges who made
this decision wonld, if inquired of, propounce 1o be &
right view of the subject,

The Drowning of Major Powell’s Sclentific Ex«
plorving Expedition Confirmed.

A special despatoh to the Uhlesgo Jowrnal, dated

Springtiekl, 1L, July 8, rends a8 1ollows —
*Jdohin A, Risdon, the sole sarvivor of the Major
Powell Exploring Expedition, arrived lu this clty
this morning, and was furnlshed transportation to
hig home ln La Salle.  There I8 no longer any donbp
of the fate of the party, as tho following story truth-
fully tells:—On the 8th of May last the Major, with
twenty men, attempted to cross the Colorado river
in & small boat about tw:-mly rods ubove
itg raplde, and about e miles from the
Canon, for the purpose of exploring the Big Black
river, which empties into the Colorado at
that point, When about thirty yards from the shore,
Idipg along on the apparently smooth water, the
ot wind scen to eoter o vortex which at once en-
gulfed e, and not one of tha party, which laft the
shore a few moments before, gally choering, was
ever aeen nfterwards, Risdon, who had ht-l.‘ul'fun at
the polnt of embarkation, suw the boat go down. e
had heen left in éarge of the teams and baggage
belonging to the party, and was to have gone below
the rsin-hi 1o meet the purty in two days. He re-
Imained some Hme in the vicinity of the catastrophe,
and thou went around and m-l’uw the Tapids; with
the hope of discovering some of the balies, and
while on the lnokolt he saw flonting, some distance
out in the stream, the Majorssntehel, which con-
tained the notes of the expedidon. He swam out
into the stroam and recovercd ik Afer remaining
three days on the lovkont, he started for Le Roy, i
nulitary post one hundred and  seventy miles
from thit polnt on the Colorado, bringlng
WIth - Bhin - all  the  baggnge, eto,, belongug
